The reply filed 1-7-02 (Paper No. 16) is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
action (restriction) mailed 7/5/01 because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s):applicant has not appropriately stated the claims readable on the elected 
species. 

Applicant elected the species the cyclic peptide having the amino acid sequence 
CNSNQIC. Applicant further stated that claims readable on the elected species within 
elected Group I are believed to be claims 1-4. Claim 4 recites " The peptide of claim 3, 
which is CNSNQIC (SEQ ID NO:44)". However, the examiner notes that SEQ ID 
N0 44 is listed in the raw sequence listing as being linear. The examiner also notes that 
the raw sequence listing lists SEQ ID NO:45 as being a circular and consisting of the 
sequence of CNSNQIC. Applicant is requested to clarify. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given a 
TIME PERIOD of ONE EXTENDABLE MONTH, from the mailing date of this notice, 
whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid 
abandonment.
